How To Get A Street Accepted 
In Several Easy (7?) Lessons 


No figures are available to show 
whether more aspirin has been con- 
sumed in Andover so far this year 
or not, but if the figures were pro- 
curable, the chances are that they 
would show a marked increase in 
aspirin consumption. Certainly 
seven men in town who happened 
to be on the planning board when 
it overnight became the ‘board of 
survey have had plenty of cause for 
headaches. Certainly the board of 
selectmen and the town counsel 
have also had their share of mal a 
la tete. And as for a large numiber 
of people who live on private ways 
in Andover, chances are that a 
good many of them had to make 
tracks for the drug store, when they 
could plow themselves out of their 
private ways. 

It’s been a troublesome and a 
perplexing situation, and no one is 
exactly happy about it. But the 
board of survey, now ready to or- 
ganize for the coming year’s: work, 
will shortly have the petitioners’ in 
agaim to see if the various diffi- 
culties have been cleared up and 
then the selectmen will inherit the 
headache, 

It was new to the planning board, 
jusit as new as it was to the rest of 
the town. Some who concern them- 
selves deeply with town affairs 
have thought for a long time that 
streets were accepted too haphaz- 
ardly; if someone asked to have a 
street accepted, the general feeling 
was: “Hurray, here’s a chance to 
get another street!” And the town 
went ahead and accepted it, with 
several of them proving real lia- 
bilities. 

Rules Accepted in 1928 

On April 2, 1928, the then board 
of selectmen adopted 19 rules and 
regulations governing the prepara- 
tion of plans and petitions. They 
were good rules, but they weren’t 
followed very strictly, the result 


being that some streets were ac- 
cepted which shouldn’t have ‘been. 

What happened this year was 
that the new board of survey, on 
learning of the decision by the 
Board of Public Works not to plow 
private ways because it was ille- 
gal to spend public money on ipri- 
vate property, realized that there 
would be many applications for 
street acceptances. Accordingly it 
invited as many as it could think 
of in the line of potential petition- 
ergs to submit their plans in accord- 
ance with the little blue book of 
1928. As time went on the board of 
survey found that it could not ac- 
tually disapprove plans, but it 
could approve or modify them. In 
many of the cases it suggested 
modifications, but by town meeting 
time none of the modified plans had 
been submitted. 

These 1928 rules required that 
the plam show the north point, 
areas of all lots, dimensions of all 
lot lines, ownership and location of 
abutting property, passageways, 
street lines, fences, walls, buildings, 
boundary monuments, natural 
monuments, waterways and natural 
drainage courses, also bearings and 
distances to the nearest established 
street bound. All ‘buildings and 
other physical features on abutting 
property that are within 30 feet of 
the boundary line must be shown, 
as must the length and direction of 
street and boundary lines, whe 
length and radius of all curves, to- 
gether with the widths of all 
streets and ways. The directions of 
all street anid boundary lines must 
be indicated by ‘bearings which 
shall refer to the true north. 

Rule 12 stated: In general plans 
showing proposed lot layouts will 
not be approved by the Board of 
Survey unless the lots shall have a 
frontage of not less than 50 feet

Cameraman Joins Air Force 


This morning the Army Aircraft 
service got itself a flyer, and the 
Townsman lost a photographer. 
For Donald Surette, whose photo- 
graphic work has appeared in the 
Townsman for the past two and a 
half years and who has been re- 
sponsible for most of the Towns- 
man covers, has entered the serv- 
ice of Uncle Sam (for three years 
With him went his pal, Joe Han- 
son, of 4 Chapman avenue. When 
they get to Panama, Donald wil) 
pilot an army plane and Joe will 
go aloft too for photographic work. 

The Townsman really lost some- 
thing, and the Army really gained 
something. Donald had ‘become an 
integral part of Andover life; no 
matter where you went, the 
chances are that he’d be there. If 
there was an accident, he’d be 
right there to snap the cars; his 
work was eagerly sought after by 
local and state police and by in- 
surance companies. If there was 
a fire, his flashes could be seen 
vividly above the flames. At the 
Free church fire, he was there 
shortly after the alarm rang, and 
at least two and a half hours 
earlier than any other newspaper’s 
cameraman. At the Smith and 
Dove fire he was there early; in 
fact he was in the building for a 
while before things got too hot; 
and despite the fact that the Boston 
and other out-of-town papers rushed 
cameramen to the scene, they final- 
ly had to borrow Donald’s prints 
because their own were no good. 

It was the same at social events. 
plays, entertainments, ete. He 
dashed around to most of ‘them, 
flashed his camera and dashed off 
again. It got so that things just 
didn’t seem right in an entertain- 
ment if sometime during its course 
Donald’s flash didn’t go off. 

But you’ve seen his camera 
work. What you may not have 
seen is the amazing amount of 
other things that he dipped into. 
He was quite a radio repair man, 
for instance, and did much work 
for Harold Phinney. And he also 
had at one time an amateur broad- 
casting station. On Christmas day 
he used the Town*man car to go 
up into Maine, and arranged if he 
didn’t get back in time to notify 
Joe Hanson via short-wave radio! 

Joe did gilt-lettering and paint- 
ing; Don was something of a paint- 
er too. ‘The silhouettes on the 
walls at Temple’s are theirs. And 
oh, yes—one night we asked Don- 
ald if he knew anyone who could 


draw cartoons. “Sure, I can.” He 
could. 

Then there was his all-girl or- 
chestra which he organized, and 
his volleyball teams, champions. 
And there were so many other 
things we've forgotten half of 
them; we do remember frequent 
chats in which all of a sudden 
some new activity was mentioned 
—all you could really do was gasp 
a bit and prepare yourself for the 
next one, 

The one this week we were un- 
prepared for. We knew he could 
fly, just a little trick he picked up 
in his odd moments. He hasn’t 
been driving a car much more than 
two years, but he’s got his pilot’s 
license. Some nights he’d borrow 
the Townsman car; it would be 
back in the early morning, and 
next day we’d receive a card from 
Newark sent by Donald. East Bos- 
ton had been the car’s parking 
place while he went winging his 
way to and from New Jersey. 

Yes, we knew he could fly. But 
on Monday afternoon he brought in 
this week’s cover picture and said: 
“Well, here’s my last cover.” He 
had that look on him that makes 
you say involuntarily: “Good 
night, what are you up to now.” 
Seems he and Joe had gone down 
to Boston and told the Army Air- 
craft men that they wanted to join 
up for three years, and seems the 
Army Aircraft men decided it 
might be a good idea. Back to An- 
dover they came with their appli- 
cations, and into his mother Don- 
ald came for her signature—he’s 
not yet 21; he isn’t really. Wednes- 
day, after a day and two nights of 
hoping that both and not just one 
of them would pass the physical 
exam, their hope came itrue, and 
they were ordered to report this 
morning. They may spend a month 
in New York, but chances are that 
they’ll be shipped right off to 
Panama,

want a picture taken, Donald,” we 
said. Over the ’nhone he asked: 
“Was Donald accepted?” “Yes.

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How To Get A Street Accepted 


(Continued from Page 3) 


or at least an area approximating 
5,000 square feet. 
Rule 13 was an unlucky rule in 


several instances. It states: If a 
street submitted for approval does 
not extend through to another 
street, possible extension must be 
shown to the nearest proposed or 
constructed street. Plans showing 
any proposed street of less than 40 
feet in width will not be approved. 
The Board of Survey will require 
streets which in its judgment may 
become major or traffic streets to 
be 50 feet or more in width. 

Rule 14 required: Cross streets 
shall be located at intervals of not 
more than 600 feet and not less 
than 400 feet unless the Board 
deems existing conditions justify a 
variation from this requirement. 

Another stumbling block for 
some of the petitioners came in 
Rule 15, requiring that plans of pro- 
posed streets show proposed drain- 
age and the method of disposal of 
surface water. Under rule 16 all 
plans ‘had to be accompanied by 
profiles showing the grade of each 
side line, center line, elevation of 
the sills of all existing structures. 
and the proposed grade of each 
curb line. And there were a few 
other rules, but these are probably 
enough to demonstrate wherein the 
cause of the headache lay. 

On January 30 the Survey board 


heard some of the petitioners. Be- 
tween that time and town meeting 
they met six times, on February 8, 
7, 10, 17, 19, and 28. In addition 
some of the members took time off 


to drive around to see the various 


sites—but that was before they 
learned that it wasn’t physical 
sites but blueprints that was their 
concern, On February 19 they held 


a general conference with the se- 
lectmen, the Board of Public Works 
and the town counsel to discuss the 
mé thod of procedure and to deter- 
mine the functions of various 
boards relative to the approval and 
acceptance of street plans and lay- 
out of ways. It was at that time that 
i! was pretty definitely determined 
that the function of the survey 
hoard was either to approve or 
modify Plans, that it was the select- 
men’s’ job to lay out the streets 
atter the survey board’s work was 
done, and that until those two steps 
were taken town meeting action 
could mean nothing. 

And the law requires that time 
be taken, After the survey board’s 
work is done, the selectmen have to 
sive seven days’ notice to the abut- 
tors before a hearing is held, and 
after seven days more the town 
meeting may act. 

Approved Some Plans 

On Jianuary 30 the survey board 
looked over the plans of Cheever 
Circle and Foster Circle and found 
that they met all the requirements. 
Green street and Lincoln Cirele 
that night were held over for fur- 
ther study, On February 3 the board 
voted against approval of the Green 
Street (Princeton street) and Lin- 
coln Circle plans, because said 
plans failed to show proposed 
dna inhage and method iof disposal of 
suntace water. A further reason for 
‘uming them down was that they 
were requests for approval of part 
of the street which does not con- 
February 7 Bradley avenue failed of 
hect with any accepted ways, On 
approval for the same reasons. At 
the previous meeting the board had 
‘pproved the Elm court plan with 
the proviso that all mecessary re- 


leases for the acquisition of areas 
shown therein are attained. That 
proviso was a stumbling-block, for 
at the February 7th meeting two of 
the property-owners were reported 
to have refused to sign the waivers 
of damages. Here a small stnip of 
land would have had to be taken to 
meet the requirements. 

Disapprove Others 


On February 10 the plan of Ice 
land road was disapproved because 


of a dead end street condition. Un- 


less the public has room to get out 
of a private way, it can’t legally be- 
come a public way anymore in An- 
dover. You’ve either got to connect 
it with another street, or there 
must be room to turn around at the 
end. If your plan doesn’t show this, 
you’re out of luck. 

The Moraine street plan did not 
show proper grade lines or pro- 
posed disposal of surface water. 
Highland avenue’s plan didn’t 
show a through way connecting to 
an accepted 'way, and there was no 


indicated grade line, particularly 
Side grade lines. It was reported 
that one of the owners would give 
the town a deed fo a turn-around 
area, but this has to be an accom: 
plished fact first. 

In regard to both Moraine street 
and Highland avenue plans did not 
comply with Articles 15 and 16 of 
the Rules and Regulations and fur- 
thermore, there was insufficient 
time remaining before Town meet- 
ing to take the necessary steps to 
properly present street plans for 
acceptance by the town. 

Green street and Lincoln circle 
were again discussed at the last 
meeting, and several modifications 
were suggested: to change the line 
of the street as shown on the plan 
and to raise the south line of the 
street above and the north line 
of the street below the proposed 
center grade line, this to define the 
drainage. The line of the street was 
to be changed so that it would be 
forty feet wide throughout.

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Dropped Batons 


We still remember those two 
batons dropping at the policemen’s 
ball back in February. The Pun-

x Ls / girl band had given 

‘A’. its usual performance 
WS which never fails to 
TT & = thrill everybody who 
veeT ye can say: “Those girls 
go to the high school in my town.” 
And then came the baton-twirlers, 
about eight or nine of them, giving 
an exhibition of dexterity and 
rhythm that was very near perfec- 
tion. But for those who believe 
perfection is a most important mat- 
ter, their performance would not 
have been satisfactory because two 
girls dropped their batons. 

If you were in that very strange 
adolescent period, if you were a 
baton-twirler and while all the 
other girls were able to keep their 
batons spinning around you 
dropped yours before the largest 
crowd ever assembled in Memorial 
Auditorium, what would you do? 
How would you feel at that age? 
Chances are that you would get 
pretty red in the face, scramble 
for the baton and make a bit of an 
awkward mesg getting back into 
the routine. 

Those two girls didn’t. Without 
a bit of fluster, they stepped out of 
line, picked up their batons, stepped 
back into line, and immediately 
swung right into the routine. It 
wasn’t perfection in baton-twirling, 
but it was poise, admirable poise. 

There will be those who question 
the educational advantage of a 
thing like the All-Girls’ band. Their 
argument is a bit blunted at the 
Start by the fact that the marks of 
these girls in their regular courses 
have remained what they were or 
even improved. And had the dis- 
believers seen the two girls drop 
and pick up their batons, they 
should have felt a lot less certain 
about their argument. When those 
girls leave Punchard, when they 
srow older, the chances are that 
not many of them will spend much 
time blowing a horn or beating a 
drum, and certainly they won’t be 
twirling a baton around. But their 
work in the band hag had indirect 
results that will be of definite ad- 
vantage to them jn later life. It 
has given them poise, and that is a 
much desired quality in a young 
lady. It has given them an appre- 
ciation of discipline, for only 
through a gneat deal of self-dis- 
ciplining could those girls in one 
short year have become such a 
truly remarkable organization, It 
has given them a feeling of pride 
In personal appearance, It has, in 
brief, helped them become ladies. 

There should be more such things 
introduced into high school life. 
Educators are in favor of it, but 
they have been hampered by ele- 
ments in the community which feel 
that only through the three R’s can 
a child properly develop. The usual 
line of studies certainly should not 
be de-emphasized, for they all help 
develop mentality, but life for a 
young lady is more than mentality; 
it demands the ability to get along 
economically and it demands the 
ability to get along socially, to be 
able to dress like a lady, to be able 
to talk like a lady, to be able to 
dance like a lady, and to be able 
to act like a lady. Life demands 
the ability, when you drop your 
baton, to be able to make the most 
of it. 
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Aid For Greece 


Somehow we can’t feel that the 
Greeks are getting their share of 
support from the American public. 
Practically all of us are enthusi- 
astic about supporting Britain, and 
our efforts to send rolling kitchens 
and funds for planes over to Great 
Britain have been very commend- 
able and very well supported. But 
when this war is over, and when 
historians sit down to try to tell 
how it all happened, the chances 
are that an awful lot of importance 
is going to be attached to that 
little nation that saw the invader 
coming, went out to meet him, 
pushed him out of Greek territory 
and then did a pretty swell job 
of pushing him out of his own terri- 
tory. For if Great Britain wins the 
war as we all hope she does, the 
turning point will have been the 
day when Signor Mussolini thought 
he had a snap in Greece, the day 
when Greece’s resistance made 
possible tthe use of Crete ag a Brit- 
ish air base, the day when that 
sturdy little nation determined to 
fight for her life and thus made 
Adolf Hitler face a real night- 
mare, a two-front war. 

Greece deserves our aid, because 
America likes the little fellow 
that isn’t afraid of the big fellow. 
Why not sit down now and write 
out a check for Greek War Relief 
and mail it to the Andover Na- 
tional Bank? 


Only Twenty Dollars 


The power, or rather the influ- 
ence which is translated into 
power, of the finance committee as 
demonstrated at recent town meet- 
ings should give rise to plenty of 
serious thought about that body 
and about the importance of its 
work. New England town meetings 
are supposed to \be the very 
acme of democratic procedure, 
but Democracy can only be effi- 
ciently effective when properly 
guided by someone who is in a bet- 
ter position to know what's what 
than the average voter is. 

That is why we have a finance 
committee. Each official and each 
special article petitioner of course 
can get up and give a good analy- 
sis of his particular problem, but 
there should be a central body to 
collect these individual requests 
and treat them not from the view- 
point of the particular group inter- 
ested but from the viewpoint of the 
town as a whole. An official in a de- 
partment can be too close to his 
own department to properly evalu- 
ate its desires in comparison with 
the needs of other departments, A 
man on a centain street is too close 
to his own street to consider it in 
relation to other streets. Our fi- 
nance committee has to be a clear- 
ing-house for all these requests. 

Andover is a sensible town, and 
the people, the majority of them, 
who go to town meetings are a 
sensible lot. They realize they are 
in no position to know the inside 
details of the various requests; 
they know that they have to place 
their faith in someone; and out of 
the mass of conflicting reports they 
realize that the finance committee 
is in the lbest position to give the 
best report. Because of this it is 
very important that the finance 
committee should be well-chosen 
and its work be well done. 

In Andover’s case we seem to 
have a very good board, led by a

ing eight searchlights and eight 
sound locaters, three big gun bat- 
teries, each with four 38-inch guns 
and four .50 calibre machine guns, 
and a headquarters battery to take 
care of paper work and mainten- 
ance. The second battalion has 
one .30 calibre machine gun bat- 
tery, two 37 mm. machine gun bat- 
teries, one .50 calibre machine gun 
battery and a headquarters battery. 

Let’s consider the possible in- 
vasion (God forbid) of Boston. As- 
suming Boston as the center of a 
circle imagine a series of concen- 
tric rings varying from one to ten 
miles apart. The searchlight bat- 
teries are on the outer ring facing 
the invader. A few miles back are 
the big gun batteries, and behind 
them are the automatic weapon 
batteries.

When a squadron of bombers are 
sighted, these spotters note how 
fast, how high and in what direc- 
tion they are flying and how many 
planes there are.

Inci- 
night. We have eight searchlights, 
each synchronized with a sound de: 
tector. The sound detectors each 
have three giant horns pointing out 
into space. They locate the source 
of the sound and synchronize 
the lights to the same spot and the 
plane is clearly located against the 
dark of the night with eight pow- 
erful beams playing upon it. These 
lights are so powerful they were 
seen in Concord, N. H., from Bos- 
ton last summer. 

Our big guns now have a clear 
target, but remember it is almost 
five miles high and travelling about 
350 miles an hour, so firing at ran- 
dom would be worthless, Each bat- 
tery has its own range section for 
aiming these big guns. The heizht 
finder through a system of compli- 
cated lenses finds the slant-range 
of the target from the guns. This 
information is relayed ito the 
Sperry Director, and instrument 
Which is truly ingenious. It is 
sighted on the plane by lateral and 
vertical trackers. It solves a 
simple right triangle and tells us 
just where the plane is at present.

is travelling and where it will be 
wien the shell gets up there. Al- 
lowing for the constant increase 
of elevation due to ithe oncoming 
target and the increase in eleva- 
tion to account for the trajectory 
of the shell the future elevation 
is relayed to the guns. Likewise 
the future azimuth is relayed to 
the guns as is the number of sec. 
ends required for the fuse to burn, 
before the shell reaches the target 
and bursts. The three dials on the 
gun receiving this data is continuv- 
ally changing. A good gun crew 
(15 men) can fire thirty rounds a 
minute. Our guns weigh eight 
tons and have a vertical range of 
8500 yards and a horizontal range 
of 7500 yards. Shrapnel shell has 
a muzzle velocity of 2600 feet per 
second while a high explosive shell 
travels 2800 ft. per second. Each 
shell weighs about 30 Ibs. When 
shrapnel bursts 250 lead balls shoot 
out in all directions covering an 
area with a radius of 100 yards, 
With twelve guns firing thirty of 
these shells a minute six miles up 
in the air, that’s quite a lot of 
lead. Even then direct hits are 
considered lucky. Our purpose is 
to keep the bombers so high as to 
render bombing ineffectual. The 
automatic weapon batteries pro- 
tect us and the searchlights from 
low-flying planes. 

The 211th is a mobile unit un- 
like the permanent units stationed 
along our coasts. Our training 
this month is to get us used to 
the mobility demanded of us in 
war-time. Once a week, on a few 
hours’ notice, we move every ar- 
ticle belonging to the 211th and 
pull out for a bivouac maybe a 
hundred miles away. In no time at 
all we have set up camp, communi- 
cations, the guns, lights and range 
section. On these bivouacs each 
man carries on his person his rifle, 
gas mask, steel hemlet, tent and 
blanket roll, and musette bag con- 


taining toilet articles and extra 
clothing. The rest of our equip- 


ment is packed in our duffle bags. 
Sleeping in flimsy pup tents and 
eating out of mess-kits completes 
the warlike atmosphere of these 
bivouacs.

For Chief Buchan 


Selectman Roy Hardy saw Fire 
Chief Eddie Buchan after the re- 
cent Smith and Dove fire and said: 
“Hey, Eddie, we're having worse 
fires since you became chief. 
What’s the matter?” Eddie grinned 
and said: ‘Should I turn in my 
badge?” 

Eddie’s been chief a little over 
two months now, but he’s ‘had sev- 
eral years’ experience in those 
two months. Tuesday morning he 
met up with a new type of fire. A 
little before eight o’clock a static 
spark in the belt drive machinery 
in Tyer Rubber’s little rubber ce- 
ment house touched off some fumes 
from a naphtha tank buried under 


the building. There was an ex- 
plosion and ithe small building 
burst into flames. 


Water just doesn’t seem to work 
on flaming naphtha, but naphtha 
ean float along in water. Some 
of ‘this floating fire floated in the 
mill yard under two automobiles. 
They’re a total loss. 

Carbon dioxide and foamite were 
the chief weapons against the pe- 
culiar blaze, and the local depart- 
ment with the help of the Tyer rub- 
ber department managed to bring 
it under control in short order, 
making a trip of a Lawrence foam- 
ite unit unnecessary, but it was 
the third time in these two months 
that Eddie has had to call ‘Law- 
rence, 

Shortly before the blast the day’s 
supply of rubber cement had been 
removed from the building and 
brought into the main plant so that 
work proceeded without interrup- 
tion. No one was in or near ‘the 
building at the time; had anyone 
heen there, he would have been 
badly burned, The flare was vis- 
ible for some distance and the ex- 
plosion shook homes in the vicin- 
ity.

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Contemporary American Sculpture_~

In Addison Gallery Exhibit 


Currently the Addison “Gallery of American Art is showing Contempor- 
ary dahastonn Sculpture circulated by the Sculptors’ Guild. The exhibit 
comprising almost fifty examples of work by many of the leading sculp- 
tors of the day, will not be shown again in Massachusetts. With a variety 
of subject matter and a diversity of techniques it serves to illustrate the 


trends of American sculpture today. 


The Sculptors’ Guild is a society 
of American sculptors which was 
organized four years ago to help 
solve the problems of presenting 
ontemporary sculpture to the pub- 
lic. In the Spring of 1938, the Guild 
held its first October exhibition of 
what had heretofore been Museum 
sculpture. Forty thousand people 
attended it in the garden at 39th 
street and Park avenue, New York, 
and daily demonstrations of sculp- 
ture in various mediums were 
given. This plan was repeated in 
1939, and in that year a Carnegie 
grant made possible a Traveling 
Exhibition fund. The result is the 
interesting exhibition now to be 
seen at the Addison Gallery. 

For convenience the pieces 
selected for this Traveling Ex- 
hibition were naturally limited as 
to size and weight. The problem 
lay in choosing a single work 
which would competently represent 
each artist within the limits thus 
imposed. For this reason a number 
of portrait heads are included al- 
though the subjects range from 
small figure pieces to larger group 
compositions in lighter weight 
materials. 

The familiar mediums of wood, 
marble and stone have taken on 
new life when translated into 
terms of cubism and abstraction. 
Aaron Goodelman’s “‘Undaunted” 
is the old theme of Mother and 
Child, carved in wood, yet its cubis- 
tic representation makes clear its 
contemporary authorship. The 
“Heroic Head,” by Jose de Creeft, 
displays an interesting variety of 
texture in Belgian granite, while 
Alonzo Hauser in his “Woman 


Ironing” has given a_ familiar 
theme a new interpretation by 
means of. massive forms and a 
cylindrical shape. 

A wide variety in the use of 
bronze is demonstrated by the 
group included in the Exhibition. 
Franc Epping’s charming “Seated 
Girl” shows a broad handling of 
the material, while the sardonic 
humor and caricature of the ‘‘Pil- 
lar of ‘Society’ by Robert Cron- 
bach displays another but equally 
capable handling of the medium in 
its angular and distorted figure. 

William Zorach is represented 
in the Exhibition by a delicate 
impressionistic “Head of a Wom- 
an,” Louis Slobodkin by an amus- 
ing “Sailor Coiling a Rope,’ Rob- 
ert Laurent by a lovely sylphlike 
“Torso” in walnut and Cornelia 
Chapin by a delightfully plump 
pig.

Social Gonkeréice Discusses 


National Defense Problems 


Over 130 people registered at the 
North District Conference of the 
Mas achusetts Conference of So- 
cial Work held at Peabody House, 
Phillips Academy, on Tuesday. 
The subject under discussion was 
Health and Social Service in the 
National Defense program. The 
morning session was presided over 
by Richard K. Conant, secretary 
of the Massachu:etts Conference 
and chairman of the Division of 
Health and Social Service of the 
Massachusetts Safety Council. Mr. 
Conant spoke of the part to be 
played by the social agencies in 
the up-building of health and mo- 
rale among the people at home. 
The speakers on the morning pro- 
gram were Charles K. Brighthill 
from the U. S. Office of Health, 
Welfare, Recreation and Related 
Defense Activities, and Nels A. 
Nelson, M. D., of the (Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Health, 
both of whom stressed the neces- 
sity of good healthy home contacts 
for the boys visiting cities neigh- 
boring on the camps and canton- 
ments. Harold F. Howe of the 
Lowell Y. M. C. A. spoke of the 
plans for healthy entertainment be- 
ing provided there for the boys 
coming in ‘from Camp Devens, very 
many of whom are from New York. 

The luncheon meeting he!d at 
Andover Inn was presided over by 
Hon. John BE. Fenton. The guest 
speaker, who was Otto T. Gi'more, 
assistant director of the Boston 
Council of Social Agencies and a 
member of the Boston Committee 
on Health and Social Service, said 
that this international conflict was 
a penetrating, far-reaching influ- 
ence over the spirits of people, a 
bombardment of the minds and 
‘ouls of men. We are formulating 
the future in the way the individ- 
val is being treated, he said, by 
the assistance and encouragement 
he receives from the draft boards, 
the social agencies, the army and 
the general public. He made a

plea for a positive program, well 
planned, far-reaching and aggres- 
sive. We must relate the whole 
person to the whole of the com- 
munity. He said this is a long pro- 
gram of defense not a five-year 
‘program. We are building for a 
new age, a new world situation, 
building the good life for all the 


people, the first line of defense of | 


American Democracy. 


‘Back at Peabody iHouse for the 
afternoon meeting, Robert A. Shep- 
ard, assistant manager of the East- 
ern area, American Red Cross, 
spoke of the liaison service of the 
Red Cross between the boy and his 
home, the service rendered ito the 
boy in camp and the service by the 
local Red Cross in investigation for 
furloughing or discharge and the 
emergency aid given to both the 
boys and the families. Mr. Shep- 
ard spoke of the necessity for co- 
operation with all existent social 
agencies and very careful planning 
to meet community needs. 

The second afternoon speaker, 
Miss Mary E. Driscoll of the Li- 
censing \Board of the City of Bos- 
ton, brought home the need of 
protective social measures for 
every city and town. \She said that 
private organizations could not 
provide all recreation at any time 
and turned back the responsibility 
for commercialized recreation to 
the community. Miss Driscoll said 
it was a challenge to women to see 
that a place is safe for their boys. 


Mr. Conant closed the meeting 
by saying that social work has not 
only the responsibility of maintain- 
ing and strengthening the service 
in the community as it is related 
to health and social welfare, but 
should also by social planning 
bring to consciousness a feeling of 
co-ordination and organization.
